MIDSUMMER COPYRIGHT DISCUS¬ 
SION. 

. In connection with its proposed enterprise of 
printing in parallel instalments two novels, the 
one from an American writer and the other 
from Max Pemberton, the English writer, the 
New York Herald has started a midsummer 
discussion of the copyright question, based on 
an interview with the English author. Unfortu¬ 
nately, Max Pemberton’s utterances seem to 
be based on entire ignorance of the American 
status of the copyright question as developed 
in the important copyright conferences and 
Congressional hearings during the past two 
years and in the reports of the Congressional 
committees. Pie seems to think that President 
Roosevelt could, by a stroke of the pen, or of 
the “big stick,” settle the matter, or that 
American differences could be solved by in¬ 
ternational conferences. The President’s fa¬ 
vorable attitude toward the most advanced 
copyright legislation is well known; but he is 
powerless, of course, in default of Congres¬ 
sional action, which he can only recommend, 
as he has done. International conferences are 
as unnecessary as, under present circum¬ 
stances, they would be ineffective, for the 
Berne Convention provides a satisfactory basis 
for the union of the United States with other 
nations if it were not for the unfortunate at¬ 
titude and power of certain labor organiza¬ 
tions which prevent this consummation. 

The Herald has continued discussion of the 
subject by snapshot interviews with American 
and English authors, some of whom have 
modestly expressed a hesitancy to discuss this 
question offhand, for instance, as one was 


jumping on a railway train for a vacation 
journey. The most important contribution is 
the extended interview contributed by Mr. 
Thring, secretary of the British Society of 
Authors, who recognizes the labor difficulties 
in our way, and makes the comparison of the 
bricklayers holding up the architect and com¬ 
pelling his conformity with their desires. Most 
Englishmen who are at all informed as to the 
condition of things in America now know that 
American authors and American publishers 
are practically a unit in desiring the fullest in¬ 
ternational recognition of literary property, 
and apologetically plead “non possumus.” 

The discussion has developed little of value 
except the strong editorial support on the 
part of so influential a journal as the New 
York Herald of international copyright pure 
and simple. The year, however, is not likely 
to close without important results. It is ex¬ 
pected that the Music Roll Case will be ,ar- 
gued before the United States Supreme Court 
within the year; if the Supreme Court should 
decide that the law already covers such copies 
of musical writings, Congress would be freed 
from the pressure on the part of the musical 
pirates, who would scarcely have the effront¬ 
ery to ask for backward legislation; while if 
the Supreme Court should uphold the lower 
court it would probably emphasize, as the 
lower court has already done, the importance 
and necessity of protective legislation. It is 
probable also that previous to the opening of 
Congress in December next much attention 
will be given by the members of the Congres¬ 
sional committees and by friends of copyright 
to shaping the copyright measures so as to 
ensure early and favorable action at the next 
session. _ 


When the Senate convenes it will have be¬ 
fore it an important outcome of the Pan- 
American Conference at Rio de Janeiro last 
year in the shape of an international conven¬ 
tion, requiring assent from the Senate before 
it can become a treaty. Conventions result¬ 
ing from the second Pan-American Confer¬ 
ence, in Mexico City, had already provided 
for reciprocal arrangements among American 
countries as to copyrights and patents. The 
present convention goes a step further and al¬ 
most reaches the ideal of international protec¬ 
tion, in proposing two bureaus, one at Ha¬ 
vana for the north and one at Rio de Janeiro 
for the south, which shall act as registration 
agencies, to the end that a copyright or patent 
taken out in any one country of the Pan- 
American union shall be effective throughout 
the several countries. This registration will 
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effect protection in each country, as if the 
registration were made in such country—pre¬ 
sumably according to the methods and extent 
of protection of that particular country, thus 
leaving international arrangements, as is only 
fair, to follow the course of domestic arrange¬ 
ments. The period of protection is to be that 
recognized by the laws of the country “where 
the rights originated or have been recog¬ 
nized;” or, in lack of specification, for fifteen 
years, with similar renewal in the case of pat¬ 
ents, ten years, with similar renewals in the 
case of trade-marks, etc., and twenty-five 
years beyond the death of the author in the 
case of copyrights. When the United States is 
permitted to join the Berne Convention and 
when international bureaus can be established 
which will make registration in one country 
effective throughout all countries, the ideal of 
international copyright will have been nearly 
reached. - 

The care with which a successful angler 
selects his flics before he throws his line for 
trout is instructive. Nothing that is unnat¬ 
ural, or that differs from things as they are, 
does he tolerate. Just as much care should 
be given by the bookseller to the lines he 
throws out for customers in whatever form 
of advertising he may adopt. 


THE END OF THE CONSOLIDATED 
RETAIL BOOKSELLERS. 

Those creditors of the Consolidated Retail 
Booksellers who may have cherished a hope 
that somehow something might be saved 
of the wreck of that concern will not take 
much comfort in reading the following com¬ 
munication : 

To the Publishers’ Weekly. 

Gentlemen: I beg to advise you that Merrill E. 
Gates. Jr., Trustee in Bankruptcy for the Consolidated 
Retail Booksellers, has recently paid out to the State 
of New Jersey the sum of $1760 for franchise taxes 
levied against the above named corporation. 

At a creditors’ meeting recently held those who 
attended were advised that it might be necessary to 
make this payment, although the Trustee was hopeful 
of avoiding it. Since that time a decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the case of People 
of the State of New Jersey against Anderson, reported 
in 17 American Bankruptcy Reports, page 62, has 
reversed the rulings of the New Jersey State Courts, 
and declares that such taxes were entitled to absolute 
priority even over the expenses of administration. 

Appeal was useless; no alternative was left to the 
Trustee but to pay the claim. 

The Trustee has not and will not have sufficient 
ir.cneys with which to meet charges upon liis adminis¬ 
tration for disbursements. 

T his letter is written to advise you that it is nor 
possible for any dividend to be paid to the creditors 
of this estate, and that any claim against it is en¬ 
tirely worthless. 

Neither the Trustee nor his attorney will receive 
compensation for their services, although they have 
made every effort to bring money into the estate.

Apropos of the many disturbing rumors 
spread in regard to the affairs of the Pilgrim 
Press we take from the Report of the Com¬ 
mittee of Five of the Congregational S. S. and 
Publishing Society the following extract: 
“The efficient service of our new business 
manager, Mr. Luther H. Car}’-, is made suffi¬ 
ciently apparent by the statement of the 
Business Department given at the close of 
this report. In one year, characterized by 
many disturbing conditions, a business deficit 
of about S5000 has been converted into a 
business profit of about $19,000. The limita¬ 
tions imposed by our small working capital 
will delay the quick realization of all of the 
business plans under consideration, but the 
feeling of the directors is distinctly hopeful 
regarding the future development of the in¬ 
terests under their management.” 


HERBERT B. TURNER & CO. AB¬ 
SORBED BY SMALL, MAYNARD & CO. 

The taking over of the Boston publish¬ 
ing house of Herbert B. Turner & Co. by 
Small, Maynard & Co., is being completed, 
and the business of the two firms will here¬ 
after be conducted by Small, Maynard & Co., 
Mr. Turner becoming manager of the sales 
department. 

Herbert B. Turner & Co., the younger of 
the two concerns, was established by Mr. 
Turner and Charles T. McCotter in the fall 
of 1902, with headquarters in the Wentworth 
Building, at 170 Summer Street. Later they 
removed to the Essex Building, at the corner 
of Atlantic Avenue and Essex Street. From 
the beginning the firm made a specialty of 
handsome editions of standard classics. In this 
line they brought out a reprint of Stevenson 
in thirteen volumes, and Swift’s “Tale of a 
Tub.” In the line of fiction their most suc¬ 
cessful ventures were Snaith’s “Broke of 
Covendon” and Marshall’s “The House of 
Merrilees.” During the last three years they 
made a specialty of works on psychical re¬ 
search, which their successors will continue. 
Their most notable book last season was 
William Stanley Braithwaite’s excellent “Book 
of Elizabethan Verse,” of which a new edition 
is now under way. All the titles on their list 
have been taken over by Small, Maynard & 
Co., who assume all liabilities. 

Small, Maynard & Co. began business at 
No. 6 Beacon Street, Boston, in 1897, with the 
issue of new editions of Walt Whitman’s 
“Leaves of Grass” and his “Complete Works,” 
the rights to which they acquired from the 
poet’s literary executors. Two years later 
the firm was incorporated, and in the same 
year they took over the publications of the 
firm of Copeland & Day, which had been es¬ 
tablished in 1893, and the four volumes of 
poems by Bliss Carman formerly published 
by Lamson, Wolffe & Co. In 1900 Herbert 
Small, owing to ill health, severed his con¬ 
nection with the firm, the business being con¬ 
tinued by Dr. Isaac Hull Platt, the president of 
the corporation; Laurens Maynard, treasurer, 
and Bliss Carman, as a director. Two years 
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later, on February 15, 1902, the firm made an 
assignment to Norman H. White, of the Boston 
Bookbinding Company. The business was 
sold at auction in 1904 and acquired by Mr. 
White, who continued it under the old firm 
name with Laurens Maynard as manager. 
Last year Mr. Maynard retired and was 
succeeded by C. L. Stebbins. Mr. White has 
recently severed his connection with the. con¬ 
cern, C. W. Lewis having acquired hisjnter- 
est. Small, Maynard & Co. made a “hit” with 
“Mr. Dooley’s” first volumes, and with Lori- 
mer’s “Letters from a Self-Made Merchant to 
His Son.” Their list is particularly strong 
in notable contributions to the department 
of belles lettres and biography. The com¬ 
bined lists of the two houses offer many 
attractions and should carry the firm well into 
the front rank of the publishing trade. 


TOWER’S SOUTHERN SAMPLE ROOM. 

The Tower Manufacturing and Novelty 
Company, under the management of J. Lewis, 
assisted by J. P. Chase, have opened up a 
Southern Sample Room for the accommoda¬ 
tion of Southern buyers. They will be at the 
Windsor Hotel, Jacksonville, Fla., on July 10. 
Later they will be at the Aragon Hotel in 
Atlanta, Ga., where, in addition to Messrs. 
Lewis and Chase, W. W. Headrick, the cen¬ 
tral Southern representative of the Tower 
Manufacturing Company, will welcome his 
many friends.

NET FICTION IN ENGLAND. 

“The agitation in favor of net fiction in 
England,” according to the London Publisher 
and Bookseller, “has been short-lived. The 
support given to the movement was meagre, 
and those few publishers who have put their 
opinions to a practical test have not, as far as 
we can gather, been encouraged to extend 
their operations. Strangely enough, the book¬ 
sellers themselves have mostly been in favor 
of excluding fiction from the jealously- 
guarded net system. They hold that the pub¬ 
lic likes, and is accustomed to, a discount on 
novels, and therefore nothing was to be gained 


by alteration. Then the library question was 
a formidable obstacle. Would the big libra¬ 
ries consent to keep their surplus stock of fic¬ 
tion for the time limit imposed by the net sys¬ 
tem? These and other opposing arguments 
have stood in the way of the general accept¬ 
ance of the net principle being extended to 
novels.” _

“ON APPROVAL” IN ENGLAND. 

The following circulars have recently been 
sent out by Macmillan & Co., Ltd., to the 
trade in England: 

TO THE TRADE. 

Messrs. Macmillan & Co.. Ltd., beg to enclose a 
copy of an offer to send books “on approval” which 
they propose to affix to their catalogue. It not 
infrequently happens that a bookbuyer, especially in 
the country, refrains from ordering a volume which 
he has seen advertised or reviewed because lie has 
no opportunity of examining it before doing so— 
and as the number of books increases, this difficulty 
is not likely to occur less frequently. 

Any bookseller wishing to show a customer a 
book published by Macmillan & Co. which he has 
not in stock, can obtain a copy on approval if he 
mentions his wish when sending the ofder. A book 
so ordered will be credited if returned in good 
condition within seven days. 

TO BOOKBUYERS-BOOKS ON APPROVAL. 

Bookbuyers are informed that any volume pub¬ 
lished by Macmillan & Co., Ltd. (if over six shillings 
in price), will be sent on approval, on condition that 
if it is returned the cost of carriage both ways will 
be defrayed by the customer. In the event of the 
took being purchased, there will be no charge for 
carriage. 

Applications for books on approval must not be 
addressed to the publishers, but to a local book¬ 
seller, through whom the transaction must take 
place. 


THE RUSSIAN BOOKSELLERS’ AND 
PUBLISHERS’ SOCIETY. 

In Russian booksellers’ circles the necessity 
has long been felt to bring up to date the old 
regulations of the Russian Booksellers’ and 
Publishers’ Society. The Knishnyi Wjestnik, 
the official organ of that society, announces 
that a special commission has been appointed 
to deal with the questions. It sent a special 
request to all Russian booksellers to give their 
opinion as to the improving and completing 
the existing regulations and upon the effi¬ 
ciency of the new demands—such as the or¬ 
ganization of booksellers’ credit, an office for 
arbitration between publishers and booksellers 
as well as between employers and employed, 
a booksellers’ school, booksellers’ discounts, 
etc. Each question is to be treated and re¬ 
ported by a special member. 

JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The publishers of McClure's Magazine 
having discovered that the much-advertised 
Ellen Terry autobiography, of which instal¬ 
ments appeared in the June and July issues 
of their magazine, is largely based on matter 
published in 1891 in The New Review, will 
discontinue its publication. 

An American editorial board of the Hibbert 
Journal, consisting of twelve well-known 
scholars, has just been constituted and will 
enter upon its duties at once. It is hoped that 
by the co-operation of this board with the 
British board, the Journal may serve to es- 
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tablish a kind of intellectual alliance between 
Great Britain and America in matters of the 
highest religious and philosophic thought. 

Engineering World, for several years the 
only general engineering periodical west of 
New York, has been purchased by Myron C. 
Clark, and hereafter will be incorporated with 
Engineering-Contracting. Both are weekly 
papers, and their consolidation will result in 
a publication having but few equals in the 
engineering field. No less than twelve men 
formerly connected with other engineering 
publications are now on the staff of the com¬ 
pany. Its general offices have been removed 
recently from New York to 355 Dearborn 
Street, Chicago. 

The Arena for June, which ends the thirty- 
seventh volume of this progressive democratic 
review of opinion, contains a critical paper on 
“Modern Germany—Mad?” dealing with the 
present morbid and erotic wave that is sweep¬ 
ing over Germany, by George Sylvester Vie- 
reck; “Plant Consciousness,” a delightful 
sketch dealing with the evidences of brain 
power in various plants, by Arthur Smith; 
“The Educational Value of a Great Exposi¬ 
tion,” by Professor Frank Webster Smith; 
“Why I Am a Christian Socialist,” by the 
Rev. J. O. Bentall, Ph.D., presents the views 
of a brilliant young Baptist clergyman, and 
other articles on timely subjects. The edi¬ 
torial department of The Arena, which is prob¬ 
ably the most important and popular feature 
of this review, is very strong and the news 
digests of the movements for public-owner¬ 
ship, direct-legislation, co-operation and pro¬ 
portional representation make this magazine 
indispensable to .all persons interested in these 
great and growing movements. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

The Concordance Society announce that 
the necessary membership of one hundred has 
been secured, and that the organization is 
ready tor active work. Further membership 
subscriptions, (at five dollars each,) are still 
greatly desired, and may be made through the 
representative member of almost any college 
or university. Professor A. PI. Tolman is the 
representative for the University of Chicago. 

A manuscript of Paul Verlaine has just 
come to light in Paris. In the course of his 
irregular life he gave it in payment of a debt 
to his landlord, who, however, was unable to 
dispose of it, as no publisher would take it. 
The manuscript is in prose, is entitled “Voyage 
en France par un Frangais,” and displays that 
morbid religiosity with characterizes also Ver¬ 
laine’s “Sagesse.” It will be published, with 
a preface by Louis Loviot, by A. Messein, of 
Paris. 

According to Otis Notman, of the New 
York Times Saturday Review of Books, for 
June 29, George Sylvester Viereck, whose 
poetry is attracting so much attention, is a 
grandson of Emperor William the Great of 
Germany and cousin of the present German 
emperor. His grandmother was Edwina Vier¬ 
eck, a famous German actress who sixty 
years ago attracted the attention of the then 


crown prince of Prussia, and by whom, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Notman, she had a son, Louis 
Viereck. This son, the father of George Syl¬ 
vester Viereck, was employed in the law de¬ 
partment in Prussia, became a Socialist and 
was banished. He fled to Austria, next 
established a socialist paper in Munich, came 
to this country as delegate of the Social Dem¬ 
ocratic Party and returned again twelve years 
ago, when he was engaged on the New York 
Mcrgen-Journal. Recently he established the 
Vorkdmpfer, whose avowed purpose it is to 
fight for the Germans in this country against 
nativism and all kinds of prohibitive laws 
which are not in accord with German custom. 

The London correspondent of the Buffalo 
Express writes under date of June 21: “Doc¬ 
tors are playing the deuce with English litera¬ 
ture just now. The latest romancer to be 
‘laid off’ by his physician is Maurice Hewlett, 
whose medical man has ordered him to sus¬ 
pend work on his partly completed novel of 
modern English life, provisionally entitled 
‘The Half-Way House,’ and who is going 
away at once for a month or two. The novel 
consequently cannot be completed until Sep¬ 
tember, although the first draft of it is now 
practically complete. Meanwhile, Miss Chol- 
mondeley has been forbidden by her physician 
to do more than write short stories for some 
months to come. She must not even think 
for. the present about a novel .to succeed 
‘Prisoners.’ May Sinclair is out of town at 
the moment recovering strength after a try¬ 
ing illness; Constance Fletcher has been away 
in Italy all the spring in poor health; Eden 
Phillpotts has only lately got back strength 
and spirits after a rather cheerless sojourn in 
the Riviera; Mrs. Frances Campbell, author 
of ‘Dearlove,’ has been ordered away from 
London for the early summer, and Mrs. 
Humphry Ward is reported to be feeling 
rather used up, and intending to stop work 
for the time as soon as she finishes the novel 
about to begin serially in Harpe/s Magazine. 
Concerning Mrs. Ward I can make the inter¬ 
esting announcement that she intends to make 
a visit to the United States and Canada next 
spring, and may gather there material for a 
novel to be written in the following autumn.” 


POST-CARD NOTES. 

The American Post Card Publishing 
Company, with offices at 239 Colonial Arcade, 
Cleveland, Ohio, has been incorporated to 
publish and import high grade souvenir 
cards. The company is officered by W. W. 
Heron, president, and D. M. Slocum, secre¬ 
tary and treasurer, both of whom have been 
well and favorably known in the post-card 
trade for several years. Among the many 
novelties the firm is now publishing are the 
“Souvenir Stickers” and the natural pressed 
flowers on post-cards. The latter have been 
a great success in Europe. 

The American Photocolortype Company, 
337 Dearborn Street, Chicago, have prepared 
a number of post-cards giving views of 
scenes from Arkansas—a part of America 
rarely referred to as a place of scenic grand¬ 
eur. Yet their artist has been most happy in 
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selecting just such bits as cotton-picking 
scenes, glimpses of the White River, portions 
of the Iron Mountain route, even of the en¬ 
trances to the Zinc Mines, which show off the 
State to best advantage, and they are perform¬ 
ing the same service for the rest of the coun¬ 
try. In fact, they are picturing to the world, 
on post-cards, scenes that give to the beholder 
a clearer idea of the subject than attainable 
by description. The utility of this style of 
post-cards is just beginning to be realized by 
Americans—especially those who have been 
in Europe. In the city of Dresden they have 
for sale over 600 different views of Dresden 
and suburbs alone. It is said that in England 
there are already in circulation over thirty 
thousand different views picturing the British 
isles on post-cards. The larger cities of Amer¬ 
ica have been fairly well represented on post¬ 
cards through the enterprise of German man¬ 
ufacturers. Very little creditable work has 
been done in America to date. Nearly all 
home product so far has been of the fad 
variety, such as comical pictures, etc.; but 
now there is a demand for the portrayal on 
post-cards of every kind of American scenery, 
and the American Photocolortype Company 
has under way a line of beautiful scenic cards, 
especially in photosimile (sepia tone) and pho¬ 
totypes (carbon effect,) of which samples will 
be sent to dealers on application.

—Blake’s Book Store 
has procured extension from its Eastern cred¬ 
itors, $100 a month to be paid to Rigby & 
Rigby, of this city, attorneys for the Station¬ 
ers’ Board of Trade, acting as trustees, the 
payments to be distributed pro rata by the 
trustees to the creditors represented by the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade. 

Staunton, Va. —Albert Schultz has turned 
over his Book and Art Shop at 29 West 
Main Street, established by him some ten 
years ago, to the Beverley Book Company, a 
local corporation, which will, under the man¬ 
agement of C. Alva Crowell, continue the 
business.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Library of Congress proposes to pre¬ 
pare for the benefit of all interested in the 
“incunabula of America” title cards of the 
publications in the Library of Congress 
printed in the United States prior to 1800. 
About 1500 cards have already been printed 
for books, pamphlets and newspapers printed 
in America before 1801, about one-third of 
such publications now in the collection of the 
Library of Congress, and cards for the re¬ 
maining portion will be issued in the course 
of the next five years. Full information con¬ 
cerning the scheme will be furnished by the 
Librarian of Congress. 

The Boston Book Company has issued in 
pamphlet form “A Bibliography of Articles 
Relating to Holidays,” originally contributed 
to the Bulletin of Bibliography by Robert 
Morrill McCurdy, of the Gardner A. Sage 
Library. Brunswick, N. J., revised and 
^brought down to date by Edith Margaret 
Coulter, of the N. Y. State Library School. 
“This selected list of authorities,” according 
to the prefatory note, “aims to include the 
most valuable material on legal holidays and 
festival days of the year; a few other days 
about which questions are frequently asked 
have been introduced for the sake of com¬ 
pleteness.” The general arrangement is by 
the calendar and not alphabetical. The bib¬ 
liography is published as No. 17 of the 
Bulletin of Bibliography Pamphlets. (56 p. 

I2°.) 

The Bibliographical Society of America 
has published under date of May, 1907, the 
first number of the Bulletin of the Biblio¬ 
graphical Society of America, including a 
record of American Bibliography. The aim 
of the publication is “to set down the facts in 
regard to published bibliographical work and 
in regard to work in progress. Any serious 
bibliographical work undertaken in America— 
the term of America comprehends Canada, 
Mexico and the Central American and South 
American states as well as the United States— 
as well as such work relating to America un¬ 
dertaken abroad, is included in its scope.” 
The Bulletin is edited by W. Dawson John¬ 
ston, T. Franklin Currier and Victor FI. Palt- 
sits, and will be sent quarterly to members 
of the Bibliographical Society of America.
